Nearly one year to the day after Pre- 
mier Doug Ford pledged that “we'll be 
there for you”, a treatment and re- 
habiitation centre with its roots in 
Peel will see its workforce shrink, as 
part of a larger move by the province 
to fund autism services. 

ErinoakKids Centre for Treatment 
and Development, which has loca- 
tions in Brampton and Mississauga, 
announced Tuesday that nearly 300 
staff members would be laid off. 

“In order for our organization to be 
able to continue to provide much 
needed services to children with 


autism and their families in this new 
environment, we have had to make 
some significant staffing reductions,” 
ErinoakKids communications direc- 
tor Jennifer Arnott said in a state- 
ment Tuesday. “We would like to 
thank all of our dedicated staff for the 
excellent care that they have provided 
to children.” 

The cuts will impact a number of di- 
visions, including front-line staff, sen- 
ior and management positions, said 
Arnott, describing it as a “very diffi- 
cult decision”.

The announcement comes amid 
changes to provincial funding for 
autism services, which will now go di- 
rectly to families of children who have 
autism, rather than regional agencies.

The centre currently serves 
an estimated 16,000 children 
and youths across the Peel, 
Dufferin and Halton regions. 
The centre’s Brampton loca- 
tion opened last May, and 
was credited as the first 
multi-site build of a youth- 
oriented treatment centre in 
Ontario, boasting 122,000 
square feet of space in the 
city’s north end. 

The provincial changes 
have altered the way autism 
services are delivered 
through the public sector, 
said Arnott, indicating that 
families of children with 
autism now receive a “child- 
hood budget” they can spend 
at a service provider of their 
choice. 

Despite that, the centre 
says it remains committed to 
helping children and youths 
reach their full potential. 

“We would also like to as- 


sure families that we are re- 
taining a sufficient number 
of highly qualified staff to 
continue to meet the needs 
of both families who are cur- 
rently receiving service from 
us and those who would like 
to purchase services from us 
as they receive their Child- 
hood Budgets,” Arnott ex- 
plained. 

The staffing cutbacks for 
the centre, the largest in the 
province, has been a prime 
target for support from 
politicians, including Pre- 
mier Doug Ford, who made a 
special appearance at a local 
charity event held last year 
to raise funds for Eri- 
noakKids. 

“T look forward to giving 
you the provincial support 
you need... and we'll be there 
for you,” Ford told a packed 
crowd at last year’s Starr’s 
on the Credit event, held by 
Mississauga Councillor Ron 
Starr to raise support and 


funding for local charities. 

$150,000 was raised for 
the centre over the course of 
the evening, punctuated bya 
surprise appearance by Ford, 
who appeared at the behest 
of former Mississauga Mayor 
Hazel McCallion. 

NDP youth critic Monique 
Taylor was critical of the 
funding cuts to the centre, 
saying that it is causing par- 
ents to have concerns about 
the quality of services in the 
future. 

“Ford claimed that his gov- 
ernment had heard the out- 
cry, and was backtracking on 
their cruel cuts to the serv- 
ices children with autism 
need," said Taylor, who was 
joined by Jonathan Loewen, 
who has two sons registered 
at ErinoakKids.. 

"The government is mak- 
ing things so much worse by 
forcing service providers to 
layoff staff and reduce the 
services available to children 


and families... (they) 
shouldn’t be forced to worry 
about whether or not autism 
services and service 


providers will be there for 
their child.” 

For her part, MacLeod said 
reiterated the province’s 


focus on needs-based autism 
service supports for children 
and youth at the centre, and 
across the province. 

“The ministry continues to 
provide funding to meet Eri- 
noakKids requirements for 
services for all children cur- 


rently in the Ontario Autism 
Plan (OAP) including those 
on 6-month extensions of 
their behavioural plans, as 
notes by the approximately 
180 re-hires this morning,” 


MacLeod said Tuesday. 


Province restarts plans for transit corridor Seventh homicide in Peel 


Plans are back on track for 
a transit corridor that would 
connect two major high- 
ways in the Greater Toronto 
Area. 

Representatives from the 
province announced 
Wednesday that an environ- 
mental assessment (EA) for 
the GTA West Corridor 
project will commence, fol- 
lowing a motion two weeks 
earlier to resume the assess- 
ment after it was halted in 


2015. 


The planned corridor, 
which was halted last year 
by the previous government 
after a long and expensive 
planning process, would see 
the province add a new ar- 
tery to connect Highway 
407 to Highway 400 near 
Vaughan. 

The province aims to im- 
prove travel times and 
lessen gridlock across the 
GTA, said Transportation 
Minister Jeff Yurek, who 
was in Mississauga

Wednesday morning to 
make the announcement. 

"Resuming the EA for the 
GTA West Corridor will en- 
sure we can build more 
transportation infrastruc- 
ture in the future that meets 
the needs of the people as 
our economy grows,” said 
Yurek, who was joined by 
Brampton West MPP 
Amarjot Sandhu. 

The project has been a 
long-requested wish from 
the city, with staff and coun- 


cillors praising the an- 
nouncement that the as- 
sessment would go ahead. 

“We should certainly give 
credit where credit is due... 
this would be a win for the 
GTA West corridor," said 
Mayor Patrick Brown, who 
indicated at last week’s 
Brampton council meeting 
that it would tie in with the 
city’s focusing on increasing 
their economic develop- 
ment plans. 

The assessment is ex- 
pected to be completed by 
2022, said Sandhu, who ex- 
plained that he has been in 
consultations with com- 
muters and trucking indus- 
try representatives, who 
have all requested solutions 
to ease gridlock. 

"(This project) was long 
overdue to improve the re- 
gion's transportation net- 
work, reduce travel times 
and help alleviate traffic 


congestion in Brampton 
and across the GTA," 
Sandhu said.

us that our property taxes 
are being kept competi- 
tive. 

Our City is being decep- 
tive in the way it describes 
how it has managed our 
City budget. 

The simplistic diagram 
included shows that the 
City contributed 1.6 per 
cent to the overall tax in- 
crease this year.

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The implication is that 
this increase is low and 
has been kept near the 
rate of inflation. The 
sleight-of-hand is that the 
City accounts for only 35% 
of our total tax bill. 

So, in fact, the City of 
Mississauga increased its 
budget (for City manage- 
ment) by 1.6 per cent di- 
vided by 0.35, or 4.6 per 
cent. 

Let me say that again - 
the City has increased its 
budget by 4.6 per cent this 
year! That increase is 
three times the rate of in- 
flation! 

This increase is made to 
look lower by averaging it

New youth strategy “first in 


kind” in Brampton

Anew planning strategy 
with a “youth-first” ap- 
proach was front-and-cen- 
tre at Brampton city council 
Wednesday. 

City interns Alexis Rutty- 
Ridley and Alexandra De 
Ciantis delivered the report 
to council, which outlines a 
number of youth-oriented 
initiatives that aim to in- 
crease engagement in the 
city and provide clear direc- 
tion for strategic action and 
communication tools. 

"There is a need and a de- 
mand for this," said De 
Ciantis, who explained that 
no other strategy of the kind 
exists in the province. 

The “For Youth and By 
Youth Strategy” document 
outlines four guiding princi- 
ples, three focus areas and 


fifteen strategic actions, in- 
cluding proposed plans for a 
central “Youth Hub”, online 
engagement strategies and a 
collaborative learning tech- 
nology centre in partnership 
with the Peel District School 
Board.. 

The strategy document 
was originally thought of 
after a motion that passed 
late last year, when city 
council requested a staff re- 
port on the development of 
a youth council. Rutty-Rid- 
ley and De Ciantis were 
tasked with developing a 
youth engagement strategy 
three months later. 

The report received unan- 
imous praise from council- 
lors, including Paul Vicente 
and Rowena Santos, who 
said that the engagement 


strategy aligns with the 
city’s strategic plan and un- 
derstands the needs of 
youth. 

“Since day one of the new 
term of council, we have 
been committed to prioritiz- 
ing the voice and needs of 
youth in our city,” both 
councillors said _late 
Wednesday. “While our new 
Council understands the im- 
portance of and value in tak- 
ing action and investing in 
our young people, it is still a 
tough nut to crack in terms 
of developing an appropri- 
ate strategy that speaks to 
youth in Brampton.” 

Fellow councillor Harkirat 
Singh agreed, saying that 
"it's important that we arm 
youths with the necessary 
tools for the future." 


clearly every year how 
much you have increased 
the City of Mississauga’s 
budget.

Peel District School 
Board trustees have ap- 
proved a $1.91 billion oper- 
ating budget for the 
2019/20 school year. 

The budget was approved 
Wednesday evening during 
a regular board meeting, 
with most of the budget 
being allocated to fixed 
costs—salaries and benefits, 
busing, classroom  re- 
sources and technology, 
maintenance, utilities and 
other day-to-day operating 
costs. 

“Throughout this process, 
difficult decisions were 
made as we looked for ad- 
ministrative efficiencies 
while exploring ways to op- 
timize funding to best sup- 
port student success and 
well-being,” said school 
board chair Stan Cameron 
prior to the meeting. 

The budget focuses on the 
projects in the Peel board’s 
Plan for Student Success, 
including equity and inclu- 
sion, parent and commu- 
nity engagement, and the 
well-being and safety of stu- 
dents. 

Over the past few months, 
Ontarians have been told 
that the province has in- 
creased funding to public 
education, but that’s not the

case, said Cameron. 

“When you look into the 
details and look at the num- 
bers from year to year, 
we're getting less funding 
overall. Although funding 
has increased in some 
areas, like transportation, 
overall, the Peel board, who 
will experience a 0.2% en- 
rolment increase next year, 
will receive $27.9 million 
less in grant funding than it 
did in 2018-19, outside of 
the monies received to hon- 
our the completion of cen- 
trally negotiated labour 
commitments.” 

In addition to working 
with Peel board staff to de- 
velop the budget, the board 
sought input from the 
board's senior administra- 
tion, principals and vice- 
principals, and employee 
group leaders.

The board approved an ad- 
ditional $3.5 million from 
reserves to support one- 
time business cases that 
primarily support student 
technology needs. 
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Premier Ford flip-flops on Pride over police ban

The book "North Korea’s 
Secret Weapon That Can De-

From 9/11 and the rise of

tsunami, ISIL, attacks on in- 
nocent civilians in Paris and 
Cologne, the assassination of 
the Charlie Hebdo journal- 
ists, the attack on Canadian 
military personnel and our 
own Houses of Parliament, 
and most recently the despi- 
cable bombing in Manches- 
ter, we are living in an age of 
constant tension, guerrilla 
violence, danger, and the 
radicalization of the vulner- 
able. 

Today, more than ever, vul- 
nerable segments of every 
society need allies.

the past history, Premier 
Doug Ford was going to skip 
the Toronto Pride Parade due 
to police exclusion. 

After declining to partici- 
pate in Pride parades over 
the last several years, Ford 
marched in York Region's 
event in Newmarket along- 
side police officers on Satur- 
day afternoon. 

Not only that, but Ford 
would participate in this 
year's Toronto Pride parade 
as will, according to a state- 
ment by spokeswoman Ivana 
Yelich. 

For the third time since 
winning the Conservative 
Party leadership, Andrew 
Scheer is also not marching 
in Pride parades this year. 

While Justin Trudeau was 
the first sitting Prime Minis- 
ter to take part in a Pride pa- 
rade in 2016. Canada’s first 
openly-gay Premier, Kath- 
leen Wynne, was the first 
Premier to march in the pa- 
rade in 2013. 

First Sikh minister 
Navdeep Bains attended 
Toronto Pride last year, even 
though it’s against the Sikh 
religion. 

After winning the federal 
NDP leadership race in fall 
2017, Jagmeet Singh also 
marched in las year’s Pride 
parade in Victoria during his 
first year as leader. 

After Ford spurned 
Toronto Pride over the police 


ban, Toronto Police Service 
chief Mark Saunders said 
he’s focused on the divide 
with the LGBTQ+ commu- 
nity. I agree. 

Instead of doing some- 
thing to help heal the divide 
and work with the LGBTQ+ 
community, Premier Ford is 
making tensions worse be- 
tween everyone, including 
those who have no real stake 
in it. He is also deflecting his 
past opinions and stances on 
the gay community in gen- 
eral - "I'm not a homophobe 
or bigot, I just care about 
cops!" 

Saunders, at least, is tak- 
ing the better approach here. 

Ford reportedly decided to 
join the Newmarket Pride 
Parade while saying he 
“wishes everyone taking 
part in events across the 
province a very happy 
Pride," according to the same 
statement. Ford was joined 
by Attorney General Caroline 
Mulroney, Minister of Health 
and Long-Term Care Chris- 
tine Elliott and MPP Stephen 
Lecce at the Newmarket pa- 
rade. 

It is incredible that in these 
modern times, with same- 
sex marriage constitution- 
ally protected, today’s 
LGBTQ+ community enjoy 
rights and freedoms that 
would have been unthink- 
able to the last generation. 

And yet, since when can

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Mississauga’s evening 
planning meetings back on 


In a win for community 
advocates, Mississauga 
city council passed a mo- 
tion Wednesday reinstat- 
ing the normal evening 
Planning and Develop- 
ment Committee meet- 
ings. 

Council had previously 
planned earlier this year 
to push the evening meet- 
ings, which _ typically 
started at 7 p.m. every 
three weeks on a Monday, 
to a 1:30 p.m. start time. 

The move attracted con- 
troversy from local com- 
munity groups, who 


complained that the move 
would be unfair to com- 
munity advocates who 
would have to go out of 
their way to attend, miss- 
ing work or other respon- 
sibilities in the process. 


Council reinstated the 
evening meetings, which 
will now begin at 6 p.m. 


every Monday. 
Ward 1 _ councillor 
Stephen Dasko, who 


fought for the change, said 
that it was an “important 
day” for the city, as it will 
increase fairness and in- 
clusivity for local resi- 
dents and community 
groups. 

"In a time of dramatic 
change in our communi- 
ties across the (city), I be- 
lieve that we have a moral 
obligation to ensure that 
we follow a process that is 
inclusive for all residents," 
said Dasko, who thanked 
local groups, including 
ratepayers’ associations 
across the city. 
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Brampton pushes for “fair deal” for 
healthcare funding 


Brampton’s local health- 
care system requires a “fair 
deal”, city council said this 
past weekend during a 
morning press conference. 

Mayor Patrick Brown and 
several city councillors were 
on-hand during the launch of 
the Brampton Farmers’ Mar- 
ket in the downtown core to 
discuss overcrowding and 
hallway medicine, which 
have dominated headlines 
over recent months and im- 
pacted the quality of care at 
local hospitals. 

The assembled group is de- 
manding immediate funding 
from the province to address 
those healthcare concerns, 
which have led to under- 
funding, fewer hospital beds 
and an increasing volume of 
visits to urgent care centres 
in the city. 

“Brampton’s healthcare 
system has been chronically 
underfunded for too long, 
and our residents and 
healthcare providers deserve 
better,” said Brown, who was 
accompanied by councillors 


Pat Fortini, Harkirat Singh, 
Charmaine Williams, Martin 
Medeiros, Rowena Santos 
and Jeff Bowman. 

“Brampton needs more 
funding and expanded re- 
sources to support our grow- 
ing community. We’re taking 
action and getting everyone 
involved in asking the 
Province for a fair deal.” 

Per person, the average 
Brampton resident receives 
$1,000 less in healthcare 


funding than the provincial 
average, according to recent 
stats provided by the city. 

Additionally, 14,000 people 
are expected to move to the 
city next year, adding more 
pressure on top of an al- 
ready-overburdened system, 
said Brown. 


Brown and_ councillors 


urged immediate funding to 
complete several key initia- 
tives, including the comple- 
tion of the second phase of 


development at Peel Memo- 
rial Centre, and the con- 
struction of a third hospital 
within the city.

Mar. 2016, it adopted a mo- 
tion to support the Blue Dot 
Movement, which fights for 
the right to a healthy envi- 
ronment. The motion re- 
sulted from the students’ 
presentation. 

This time,the students’ 
presentation and its hand- 
out regarding 12 Climate 
Change Improvement Ideas 
were referred to the June 11 
Environmental Action Com- 
mittee. 

On June 19, Mississauga 
council learned that a staff 
report will make recom- 


mendations to a future 
meeting concerning coun- 
cil's declaration of climate 
change as an emergency. 

On June 5, Brampton city 
council debated the same 
topic of climate change as 
an emergency, when it 
voted unanimously in 
favour of a motion tabled by 
Wards 1 and 5 councillor 
Rowena Santos to declare 
the emergency. 

The motion further tasks 
Brampton, by 2050, to re- 
duce greenhouse gas emis- 
sions generated by 80 per 
cent. 

According to Santos, at 
least 35 other Canadian 


cities, including Ottawa, 
Kingston, Vancouver, 
Burlington, London, St. 


Catharines and Hamilton, 
have also declared climate 
emergencies. 

Recent media coverage 
cites climate change experts 
who have warned that, with- 
out immediate and drastic 
environmental action 
within the next 12 years, an 
irreversible tipping point 
will be reached.

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With new NDP health care system, Jagmeet faces an

It's been said that "politi- 
cians are the same all over; 
they promise to build bridges 
where there is no river." 

Federal NDP Leader Jag- 
meet Singh unveiled his elec- 
tion platform in Hamilton on 
Sunday, titled "A New Deal 
for People." It promises to 
drastically expand Canada's 
healthcare system to include 
not only pharmacare, but 
also dental, mental, eye and 


hearing coverage for all 
Canadians. 

Mr. Singh wants Canadians 
to obtain prescription drugs 
with "their health card, not a 
credit card." The question is, 
will the NDP Government run 
a balanced budget, or put the 
national drug program on its 
credit card? 

The most significant doubt 
about NDP leader Jagmeet 
Singh is that he has never

formed any government, so 
it's so easy for him to make 
any promise. 

Jagmeet is only grabbing 
onto the few voters left who 
are foolish enough to vote 
NDP. You can promise the 
world when you know you'll 
never have to deliver it. 

As the NDP party promises 
to reform Canada's health- 
care system to fund a whole 
new suite of services, the Lib- 
erals are looking at a similar 
national drug plan. 

To do that, last week the 
Liberal government-ap- 
pointed advisory council 
called for a $15-billion single- 
payer pharma care plan, and 
the federal health minister 
says Ottawa is considering 
next steps. 

In my point of view, full 
coverage as promised by the 
NDP is simply not a realistic 
expectation. I would suggest 
that providing dental care to 
all Canadians should be a pri- 
mary goal to accomplish, and 
I think it would be doable.

With his new health care 
system, Jagmeet undoubtedly 
will face the obvious chal- 
lenge: how will he plan out 
the most significant new fed- 
eral health care investment in 
generations? 

The NDP platform says it 
would phase in the expansion 
of health coverage, starting 
with universal pharma care 
in 2020. The platform doesn't 
offer a complete timeline, nor 
does it outline the full cost of 
the program. The party says 
it would need to study the 
issue and work with the 
provinces to implement it. 

With all these election 
promises showing big 
dreams to Canadians, I don't 
see much difference between 


any politician, whichever 
party they belong to. 
Notwithstanding which 


ruling party is at the federal 
or provincial level, govern- 
ments keep growing and tak- 
ing our lives and freedoms. It 
doesn't matter if it's Red, 
Blue, Orange or Green, the 
leaders all play politics-- 


which, in fact, is in their 
blood. 

Once they come into power, 
oft-repeated promises like 
healthcare, unemployment, 
and issues relating to racism, 
taxation, immigration, etc. 
are relegated to the back- 
burner, or even forgotten. 

I strongly believe the gov- 
ernment's first and foremost 
priority should be to fight 
poverty and unemployment. 

Rising food and housing 
costs, immigration fraud, the 
issue of international stu- 
dents -- these are the big 
challenges.

It is leading to increasing 
pressure on natural re- 
sources, a widening income 
gap, and rising poverty levels 
that erode gains in education, 
health, food security, employ- 
ment, and incomes. 


The government needs to 
work on unemployment and 
low wages, high costs of 
health and education. 

Racism is another issue 
that needs the urgent atten- 
tion of our political bosses. 

The bottom line is that 
there's no room for wild 
promises that will later re- 
main unkept. 

Every time after the elec- 
tion and anew government is 
subsequently formed, the 
pertinent question is: will the 
ruling party keep its words? 

The public isn't looking for 
a party or leader that plays 
fast and loose with its words 
and continues to play politics, 
but a friendly and honest 
party and leader who delivers 
the goods and comes up to 
expectations.

$30 million in funding planned for “Catalyst” 
in Brampton

Brampton is getting an- 
other shot in the arm for its 
cybersecurity sector, via a 
$30 million federal invest- 
ment. 

City councillors, represen- 
tatives from Ryerson Uni- 
versity and local MPs were 
in attendance at the Rose 
Theatre last Friday as Inno- 
vation Minister Navdeep 
Bains declared a $30 million 
collaborative investment for 
a new partnership between 
the post-secondary institu- 
tion, Royal Bank and Rogers 
Communications. 

The new project, dubbed 
the Rogers Cybersecure Cat- 
alyst, aims to provide public 
education, commercial ac- 
celeration, training opportu- 
nities and more for the 
cybersecurity sector, said 
Ryerson president Mohamed 
Lachemi. 

“We look forward to work- 


ing with (Rogers) and with 
collaborators across indus- 
try sectors and in many 
other post-secondary insti- 
tutions, to tackle the chal- 
lenges and_ seize the 
opportunities of cybersecu- 
rity in this fiercely competi- 
tive global economy," he said 
during the announcement. 

The announcement is one 
of several made by Ryerson 
over the last several months, 
with the goal of bolstering 
the city’s innovation corri- 
dor and establishing a long- 
term presence in the 
community. 

Ryerson previously an- 
nounced plans to build a 
post-secondary institution in 
Brampton’s downtown core 
last year, though provincial 
funding was pulled in Octo- 
ber of that same year. 

The federal government 
and Rogers have pledged $10 


million, while the City of 
Brampton will commit $5 
million over the next five 
years alongside an addi- 
tional $5 million from Royal 
Bank. 

“We are looking to unlock 
the potential of the down- 
town and prioritize eco- 
nomic growth and jobs,” 
said Mayor Patrick Brown. 
“With this joint venture, we 
aim to ensure that we have 
the talent, resources and re- 
search to meet the increas- 
ing demands of the growing 
global threat of cybersecu- 
rity.” 

The Catalyst is scheduled 
to open this November, and 
will initially focus on sup- 
porting and teaching cyber- 


security companies and 
professionals throughout the 
country. 


The university is also of- 
fering cybersecurity courses 


through the Chang School of 
Continuing Education, 
which is located within 
Brampton City Hall. 

In a statement, the Cata- 
lyst’s executive director, 
Charles Finlay, said he was 
“thrilled” to be founding the 
site. “Brampton is a vital 
centre for innovation and 


technology development, 
and we are looking forward 
to working closely with 
Brampton's business com- 
munity, post-secondary in- 
stitutions and residents to 
make the city a Canadian 
hub for cybersecurity inno- 
vation and collaboration," 
said Finlay. 


The Catalyst is expected to 
result in over 790 jobs being 
created in multiple sectors, 
including training and certi- 
fication divisions, project 
management and commer- 
cial business accelleration, 
among others.

People in Punjab are so 
obsessed about going 
abroad that they don't verify 
the agents' antecedents. 
Young or older people, to go 
aboard. They pay any fee, in 
cash without any receipt. 

That's the reason for the 
thriving human trafficking 
racket under the garb of im- 
migration. 

These agents put them 
across to some licensed im- 
migration agencies in big 
cities in Punjab or Chandi- 
garh for further processing 
their travel papers. The men 
remain oblivious to the 
identity of the persons pro- 
cessing their documents. 

So far, the Indian govern- 
ment has done nothing to 
crack down on these devi- 
ous immigration shops. The

The Legislative Assembly 
had passed the Punjab Pre- 
vention of Human Smug- 
gling Bill in Oct. 2010, but 
nothing has been done so 
far.

selves, or they can apply by 
a trusted friend or family 
member if they need it. 

- The visitor visa applica- 
tion cost is $100 Canadian, 
which is much cheaper than 
applying by any consultant. 

- There is no significant 
benefit to apply as a paper 
or through a consultant. The 
online and paper visa appli- 
cations are to be decided by 
the same immigration offi- 
cials. 

Many people who claim to 
be immigration consultants 
are not actually authorized 
to pay for immigration ad- 
vice, and they take advan- 
tage of the public for their 
extra fee. 

If an applicant requires a 
consultant to apply for a 
visa, then they should en- 
sure that the consultant is 
recognized in Canada. 

This should be done so 
that the applicant can check 
that the relevant consultant 
immigration consultants of 
Canada Regulatory Are reg- 
istered with the Council. 

Under federal law, all im- 
migration consultants must 
be registered with the Im- 
migration Consultants of 
Canada Regulatory Council.

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Mississauga business fined after fatal accident 


A company located in 
Mississauga’s north end 
has been fined $400,000 
in connection with a fatal 
accident that took place 
in southwest Ontario in 
2017. 

The company, Lafarge 
Canada Inc., which has 
its eastern head office on 
Airport Road, was sen- 
tenced in Ontario court 
this past Sunday regard- 
ing the incident. 

On Aug. 23, 2017, a 
worker was leading con- 
tractors on a tour of a de- 
commissioned plant in 
Zorra Township, ON, 
which had ceased ce- 
ment production and 
mining operations in 
2008. 

The purpose of the tour 
was about the potential 
demolition of one of the 
decommissioned _ kiln 
buildings. 

The worker took the 
contractors to the upper

A corroded section of 
the walkway — subse- 
quently collapsed, and 
the worker fell nearly 30 
feet to the ground below. 

The worker later died 
from the injuries. 

The walkway had cor- 
roded to the point where 
it was structurally un- 
sound. It had not been 
braced or shored up to 
prevent collapse, and 
there were no adequate 
barriers, locks, or other 
safeguards to prevent ac- 
cess to the kilns or walk- 
ways. 

Lafarge Canada was 
charged in court with 
failing to ensure as an 
employer that the meas- 
ures and procedures pre- 
scribed in section 72 of 
Ontario Regulation 851 
(the Industrial Establish- 
ments Regulation) were

One of Dufferin County’s 
most prominent arts venues 
received a major boost last 
week, as part of a provincial 
funding stream.

June 21 is the Summer Sol- 
stice. Solstice, also known as 
Midsummer or Litha, means 
a stopping or standing still 
of the sun. It is the longest 
day of the year and the time 
when the sun is at its maxi- 
mum elevation. This day is 
traditionally celebrated with 
various rituals and religious 
festivals. 

A solstice is an astronomi- 
cal event that happens twice 
a year, in summer and win- 
ter, when the Sun’s position 
in the sky reaches its north- 
ernmost or southernmost 
extremes. The name solstice 
means the sun’s path ends 
and stands still on these two 
days before it reverses its di- 
rection. 

There is an ongoing shift- 
ing of the seasons and at 
Summer Solstice, the sun 
will now begin to decline 
once more towards winter. 

In summer, leaves and fo- 
liage are plentiful, and fruit 
begins to form. At summer’s 
end, fruit is at its ripest and 


plants are at their strongest 
energy level, bearing seeds 
that will ensure a new crop 
in the coming year. 

Nature undergoes a cycle 
that fills our needs. 

Our biggest challenge in 
modern times during sum- 
mer is to stay cool. We have 
to be careful of the overuse 
of air conditioning which 
might cause overcooling. 

The constant shifting back 
and forth from overheating 
to overcooling can tax our 
systems and cause its own 
health issues. 

One way to stay cool and 
hydrated is to eat a diet of 
fresh fruits, salads, whole 
grains and legumes. Foods 
that are bitter and spicy can 
help dispel heat but should 
be eaten in moderation. 

Fresh summer fruits and 
vegetables such as water- 
melon, cucumber, tomato, 
summer squash and lemon 
all help counteract summer 
heat. Beverages such as pep- 
permint, hibiscus and green 


tea cool, refresh and help 
the body cool naturally. Eat- 
ing whole, fresh locally 
grown food will help you eat 
healthier and follow a more 
harmonious lifestyle with 
the season. 

At this time, we tend to be 
healthier and our bodies 
seem more in balance but 
there should be caution in 
all that we do. When we be- 
come imbalanced, we could 
suffer from issues such as 
headaches to muscle pain 
from overdoing ourselves. 

Science also suggests that 
the summertime can have 
noticeable health benefits, 
including better sleep and a 
positive mood. 

It helps regulate our circa- 
dian rhythm or internal 
clock through our eyes’ light 
receptors, which have an 
easier time recognizing 
when it’s time to wake up 
and fall asleep. 

We have to be water and 
heat wise during this sea- 
son. Boating and swimming 


and just being in the water 
are favourite activities but 
there are more drownings 
and mishaps in the summer 
months. 

People who are intoxi- 
cated or aren’t as cautious 
or water skilled can meet 
with injuries, sun stroke, or 
even death from what we 
commonly enjoy.Summer is 
the time of maximum heat 
and the climate is affected 
by electrical storms, heavy 
rains and floods. 

This climatic warmth and 


moisture due to these 
changes can affect the 
body’s health. 


Due to high heat and tem- 
peratures, we perspire more 
causing dehydration and 
other problems. Water 
needs to be replenished ef- 
fectively. Dehydration can 
cause reduced blood volume 
and the brain can suffer 
causing nausea and 
headaches. 

Avoid the sun’s heat and 
increase your protection 


when doing outdoor work 
and physical exercise. Take 
time for lunch breaks and 
relax to restore yourself and 
reduce fatigue. 

Daily warm water baths 
can wash away sweat and 
dirt, make the skin clean 
and cool, but also prevent 
disease. 

Summer sports are best 
when the weather is cool in 
the morning or evening. 
This isn’t always the case 
when scheduled so ensure 
that your health is consid- 
ered in the extreme heat. 

Most city venues are in 
parks and gardens espe- 
cially for the children’s 
sports. Go to the forests and 
seaside areas for recupera- 
tion and vacation or if your 
exercise program includes 
walking, jogging, or Tai Chi. 

When hot and sweaty, it is 
not advisable to drink a lot 
of cold water, have cold 
water showers or shower 
immediately after exercis- 
ing. 


This season shows us the 
earth’s fullness with its dif- 
ferent crops of flowers, 
fruits and vegetables but 
also. animals’ new off 
springs. What would we be 
like without the different 
scents, tastes, sounds and 
visuals of summer? Cornon 
the cob couldn’t be better. 

The roses with their 
thorns and scents are never 
more beautiful. The storms 
that come in and out so 
quickly amaze us with their 
intensity. 

Summer’s impact is amaz- 
ing. but it is advisable to be 
careful to prevent too much 
hot sun exposure. A diet 
with fruits and vegetables 
and plenty of water is al- 
ways urged. 

Learn to enjoy the sum- 
mer but take care to keep 
yourself healthy through the 
summer’s heat. Everything 
in moderation means we 
can respect ourselves but 
also the season.

Police held a presentation on 
during one of their regular 
"Social Media Awareness” 
presentations. Billed as a 
"free event for parents” at a 
local public school in Bramp- 
ton, only 3-4 families out of a 
potential 350 families 
showed up for the event.

When parents begin to cede 
control to their kids, food 
choices, clothes, are often the 
first thing to slide. If that’s 
the case, then why not their 
safety too? 

Children are the purest of 
all creation. Their spirits are 
filled with innocence, joy, 
and laughter - we cannot 
help but be enamored with 
them. They're such a blessing 
and a gifted to us.

cial Media/Cyber Safety, 
Youth and the Law.

And serv- 
ing up endlessly repeatable 
videos of startled cats, 
Stampylonghead's Minecraft 
exploits and loom band tuto- 
rials.

In brief, a good line of com- 
munication with your kids, 
where they can talk to you 
and you to them is the start- 
ing point for the best online 
protection.

Having spent most of my 
high school and university 
years on the water teaching 
waterskiing, I have learned 
how to stay safe around the 
water and keep my body 
pain free. 

When it comes to swim- 
ming, boating or even wa- 
terskiing it is always 
important to stay safe 
around the water. Here are 
some tips to keep you safe 
around the water this sum- 
mer. 
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Although it may be sunny 
outside right now, the 
weather can quickly change 
on the water. 

Check local, route and des- 
tination weather and water 
conditions before departure 
and ensure there is little to 
no chance of storms in the 
forecast. 

It is also important if you 
are out on the water you 
make sure you have the 
proper safety gear. Life 
jackets are called life jackets 


for that reason - because 
they can save your life. 

If you are out in a boat, 
make sure you assign and fit 
each member of your on- 
board team with a life jacket 
prior to departure. 

You should also make sure 
anyone participating in wa- 
tersports also has a life 
jacket on. 

Whether you are swim- 
ming, boating or participat- 
ing in watersports it is 
always best to avoid being

under the influence of alco- 
hol. Even strong swimmers 
can succumb to the effects 
of alcohol and drugs while 
in the water. 

Being under the influence 
of either or both seriously 
impairs judgment and coor- 
dination and increases the 
risk of injury or drowning. It 
is also illegal to operate a 
boat while intoxicated. 
Nearly half of all boating ac- 
cidents involve alcohol - 
designate a sober skipper 
before leaving the dock. 

When you are around the 
water, don’t forget to drink 
some water too - just not 
the pool or lake water. 
Often when people are 
swimming, hanging out by 
the water they forget to in- 
take water as well. 

Dehydration can speed up 
the effects of heat exhaus- 
tion and heat stroke. It is 
very easy to succumb to de- 
hydration especially when 
you are in the water as you 
don’t feel like you are sweat- 
ing. 

It is always a good idea to 
make sure you bring a water 
bottle and fill it up regularly. 


Ideally, your goal should be 
to drink 10z/pound of body 
weight throughout the day 
to make sure you are hy- 
drated, and even more if you 
are doing any physical activ- 
ity. 

Summer is often a time 
when you get to try new 
things. Getting out on the 
water and participating in 
watersports is often a sum- 
mer favourite. 

It is important to stretch 
before doing any new activ- 
ity, as you might use some 
muscles you don’t normally 
use. 

For those who also only do 
watersports once a year, it is 
also important for you to 
stretch as well as your mus- 
cles probably haven’t done 
that exercise in at least eight 
months. 

The  ffirst important 
stretch to do is to stretch out 
your arms. As a waterski in- 
structor, many people use 
their arms too much while 
waterskiing and try and pull 
themselves up. 

If you stretch out your 
arms and shoulders out be- 
forehand, it might not help 


your waterskiing, but it will 
definitely help with any post 
ski soreness. 

It is also equally important 
to stretch out the lower 
body. Hamstring, quad and 
hip flexor stretches are 
going to be big ones to focus 
on. 

Stretching these out be- 
fore going out skiing can 
help to prevent back pain 
and hip pain. 

Following these water 
safety tips will help you stay 
safe on the water and it is 
important to take the time 
to get the body ready if you 
are going to do any physical 
activity you are not used to. 

Get out there this summer 
and enjoy your stay around 
the water and take care of 
your body.

Visit 1939

As the looming clouds of 
war and fascism in Europe 
darkened global politics, 
King George VI and his 
consort Queen Elizabeth 
made the first-ever Royal 
Tour to Canada taken by a 
reigning monarch. 

Canada had proven itself 
to be a nation in its own 
right, with combat 
prowess which helped to 
turn the tide for Allies to 
dominate in World War I. 
The Royals were on hand 
20 years later to now es- 
tablish the Dominion of 
Canada in its own right on 
the global diplomatic 
stage. 

The visit lasted from 
May 17 - June 15, 1939, 
with an itinerary in every 
Canadian province. The 
tour was completed via 
railway train travelling 
west of Quebec City to 
Vancouver, then headed 
eastward to sandwich in a 
four-day state visit to the 
United States - another 
first. Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King accompa- 
nied the Royals. 

The signature Royal 
walkabout had its first run 
on the Royal Tour, in Ot- 
tawa. 

After dedicating the Na- 
tional War Memorial on 21 
May, the royal couple, in- 
stead of returning to their 
motorcade immediately 
afterward, spent half an 
hour mingling with the 
25,000 World War 1 vet- 
erans, who were part of a 
crowd of at least 100,000 
people. It was a stunning 
gesture, especially in an 
age when royalty were 
only known as distant fig- 
ureheads. 
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At the conclusion of the 
touring the Atlantic 
provinces on June 15 in 
Halifax, a previously un- 
scheduled visit was made 
to the Dominion of New- 
foundland, as the Royals 
were en route to Britain. It 
the first time in more than 
440 years that a reigning 
monarch had set foot on 
'The Rock’. 

Since the harbor at St. 
John's was not large 
enough for their ocean 
liner, the Royals docked on 
June 17 at Holyrood, a 
commercial port which for 
more than 100 years had 
outfitted sea vessels with 
supplies and bait on their 
way out to fish the Grand 
Banks. 

In 1939, a newly con- 
structed road from Holy- 
rood to the City of St. 
John’s completed its mod- 
ernized infrastructure 
which included the New- 
foundland Railway, tele- 
graph and mail systems. 

Holyrood's docks were 
primed for the business of 
war in Europe, situated 
snug and deep away from 
open Atlantic waters in- 
side Conception Bay 
South, midway between 
Britain and the United 
States. 

Those Holyrood docks 
were filled with veterans, 
and naval reservists to 
greet the Royals for re- 
view. Among them was 
Sgt. Thomas Ricketts, V.C., 
C. de G., the youngest 
combat action recipient of 
the Victoria Cross, and the 
only member of the Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment 
to be recognized. 

A photograph from the 


event shows King George 
VI stopping to speak with 
Ricketts, who was a man 
of few words and rarely 
made public appearances. 

It was King George V 
who had presented Rick- 
etts with his Victoria Cross 
20 years previously, in a 
private ceremony at San- 
dringham Estate, as the 
Royals mourned the death 
of their youngest son 
Prince John. 

Not much Wikipedia ev- 
idence can be found on- 
line of that momentous 
Royal Visit to Newfound- 
land in 1939. 

Why? General levels of 
literacy were low outside 
of the capital city of St. 
John's, which meant public 
records or newspapers 
could not be easily created, 
archived or retrieved. 

In contrast, the literate 
established Newfoundland 
families and their counter- 
part business classes trav- 
elled globally. It was not 
necessary to keepsake 
events to which they were 
accustomed on a regular 
basis. 

Thomas Ricketts, who 
began his formal educa- 
tion in 1920 after embark- 
ing upon civilian life in St. 
John's, had a different 
view. After his death, a 
collection of 57 first day 
postage covers were dis- 
covered amongst his pa- 
pers. Each envelope 
depicted the Royal Couple 
was dedicated to the Royal 
Visit and bore a cancella- 
tion stamp of Holyrood. 

The former illiterate 
fisherman had completed 
his apprenticeship as a 
pharmacist, and addressed 


each first-day cover enve- 
lope to himself, at his 
drugstore address in St. 
John's. 

In future Royal Tours to 
Newfoundland made by 
Queen Elizabeth, and invi- 
tations from the Royals re- 
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questing his attendance in 
England, Thomas Ricketts 
did not respond and did 
not attend. 

He kept his Victoria 
Cross and other medals in 
a kitchen drawer, amassed 
a huge collection of can- 
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celled stamps and comic 
books, and went fly fishing 
to his favourite getaways 
on Salmonier Line as often 
as his business would 
allow. 
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
